Secondly, bicauſe that for the moſt part, cholericke 


men haue harder and thicker haire then others, by 


reaſonofcheirhearc, and bicauſe the pores ate cuer 
open in them, and therefore alſo they haue beards ſoo- 
ner then others. Whereupon the Philoſopher ſaith, 
that thoſe beaſts which haue hard haire are bouldeſt, 
bicauſe that ſuch haire proceedethof heat and choler, 
the which choler maketh men to fight. Ariſtotle alſo 
giueth example in the Beare and the Boare : and con- 
trariwiſe thoſe beaſts which haue ſoft haire, ate feare- 
full, bic auſe they he cold, as the Hare and Hart. Arifo- 
ale doth alſo give another reaſon of the ſoftnes and 
hardnes of the haire, drawne from the climat where a 
man it borne: bicauſe that in a hot region harde and 
groſſe haire is ingendred, as it appeereth in the Æthio- 
pians, and the contrarie is true in a colde counttey, as 


towards the North.
